J. F. Anderson, deputy hortiecul- 
tural commissioner states that not 
only the Co-Operative Fumigation 
Company has started work but 
the Stewart Citrus, Upland 
Heights as well as the Growers 
Fumigation Association of Po- 
mona which fumigates many 
groves this side of the San An- 
tonio wash. 

Fumigation each year is one of 
the big jobs in conducting the 
citrus business. One hundred men 
are now at work and by next 
week many more will be employ- 
ed. The men usually start work 


about six o‘clock in the evening 


and work as long as the tempera- 
ture is below 75.

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Slap at the Levering political lenee, 
seeking to dominate county offices 
at the coming primary election in a 
spite race, has been taken by the 
County Board of Education by unani- 
mously endorsing the candidacy of 
Mis&8 Ida May Collins for county 
superintendent of schools against 
Miss Isabelle M. Moore. 

The board paid a high compliment 
to the work of Miss Collins as chief 
deputy in the office of the county 
superintendent during the past nine 
years, declaring that she had “few 
jequals in the State of California {fn 
her knowledge of an ability to in- 
terpret school law.” 

The resolution stated that “the 
board wished to recommend Miss 
Collins to the voters of the county 
as one who can safely trusted 
with the heavy financial admints- 
tration and educational responstpil- 
ities of the office.” 

Board Smashes Precedent 

The action of the County Board 
of Education, a body that broke a 
precedent by taking sides in a po- 
litical issue which threatened the 
county .school system with disruption 
by the introduction of outsiders who 
do not understand the functioning of 
the county school administrative 
work, is regarded by observers as 
one of the heaviest blows given the 
Labor Ticket sponsored by N. L. 
Levering. 

Miss Moore, formerly of the City 
schools of San Bernardino, from 
which system shé was removed after 
an altercation that threw any but a 
favorable light on her executive abil- 
ity, was endorsed by the Non-Par- 
tisan Political Committéé of the Cen- 
tral Labor Council when she appear- 
ed before that body at its announc- 
ed meeting for endorsements and so- 
licited the favor of the labor vote. 

Miss Moore was removed from the 
city schools by a petition circulated 
here but 18 months ago after a con- 
troversy had arisen regarding her 
merits as an instructor in the ele- 
mentary schools.

kK. KE. Alford, again held in the! 
county jail, were started yester- | 
day, when it became known for 


the first time that extensive plans 
have been made for Alford’s de- 
fense. Alford was formerly city 
manager of Ontario and is charged 
with embezzlement of a large sum 
of money from that city, 

Attorneys MeNabb & Hodge of 
San Bernardino and Perey  V. 
Hammond of Los Angeles have 
been retained by Alford to be 
associated with Archie D. Mitchell 
of Ontario. These attorneys have 
been working secretly on the case 
for a number of days, and that 
fact was carefully guarded until 
Mr. MeNabb and Mr. Hammond 
accompanied Mr. Mitchell to the 
justice court at San Bernardino 
yesterday to demand an immediate 
preliminary hearing for Alford 
on the charges against him, 


May Start Today 

During the court proceedings it 
became apparent that a writ of 
habeas corpus will be sought. 

Justice Jerome B. Kavanaugh 
declined to fix the date for the 
preliminary examination until the 
district attorney’s office eould be 
consulted regarding the date. It 
was found impossible. to secure 
the presence of a member of that 
office in the justice court at the 
time the matter was taken up. 

Alford was surrendered for the 
second time in two days by his 
bondsmen, D. B. Lee and M, J, 
Kennedy, both well known at On- 
tario, surrendered Alford yester- 
day. Neither could be located 
last night to assign a reason for 
their decision to withdraw as 
hondsmen. It is reported, how- 
ever, they did not know of the 
action of the first bondsmen in 
Withdrawing at the time they 
qualified for $25,000 bond each to 
insure Alford’s presence in court. 


Lower Bond Denied 

That Alford cannot new hope 
to secure bondsmen who can qual: 
ify for the amount demanded Was 
declared by his attorneys before 
Justice Kavanaugh — yesterday. 
ir hey petitioned for a lower bond, 
but this request was denied by the 
justice, 

“The bond of $25,000 in each 
case is excessive and entirely un 
just,’’ declared Mr. MeNabb. 
“Al these complaints charge is 
that Mr. Alford has embezzled ap 
proximately $2,800, and ,here it is 
necessary to furnish #50,000. bail 
for him to secure his liberty 
pending trial,’’ 


«Woman Faces Arrest 
As a_ sensational development 


‘of the case was the issuance rota a 
jbench warrant for the arrest of 
Mrs. KE. S. O'Neal, mother-in-law 
of John E. Huling, Alford’s busi- 
ness associate, because she failed 
to appear before the grand jury 
;on Monday, as directed. Con- 
stable W. O. Hardy of Ontario 
left at once for Los Angeles seek- 
ing Mrs. O'Neal. The bench war- 
rant was signed by Judge B. f. 
Warmer. Mrs. O'Neal had told 
investigators for the city of On- 
tario- that she never sold the city 
$2,800 worth of pipe. A city war- 
rant was issued to her for this 
amount and it is alleged that Al- 
ford and Huling really secured 
the money. 


While the defense was prepar- 
ing for its first move via the 
habeas corpus route, the grand 
jury was hurrying the investiga- 
tion of the case, 

The end is in sight for the 
grand jury, it became apparent 
yesterday, and rumors about the 
court house are that the jurors 
will either late today or tomorrow 
ask to be assembled in the guper- 
ior court, which means that there 
is anticipation of an indictment. 

It is the plan of M. O. Hert, 
chief deputy district attorney, in 
charge of the important case, to 
seek an indietment on a con- 
spiracy charge, if he is following 
out the ideas he adopted previous 
to the grand jury probe. 


May Not Testify 
Whether Alford is to be called 
before the grand jury today was 
not known last night. He said 
last night in the county jail that 
he would be guided entirely by 
instructions from his attorneys 
and that if he had been called be« 
fore the jury yesterday morning 
he would have refused to testify 
on advice of his attorneys. 
Alford said he did not know 
what John E. Huling, his business 
associate, did in the grand jury 
room on Wednesday, but the

HE flapper’s attitude toward both 
| parental ‘restraint and marriage has 
been much affected by the ability which 


the modern girl displays in the matter 
of earning a living. Every year new fields 
and better business opportunities open up to 
these young people. The girl who has gone 
out into the world and proved herself able to 
compete with men feels fully able to manage 
her own affairs, and she usually decides her 
own problems and establishes her own stand- 
ards of conduct and morals. 

How far this vrowing independence and seli 
sufficiency will affect the modern girl’s at- 
titude toward marriage remains to be seen. 
A good many business girls who have been 
earning rather liberal pay, feel reluctant to 
give up this financial independence for the 
difficulties which the young married couple 
so frequently encounter, Their salaries have 
enabled them to wear pretty clothes in gon- 
siderable abundance and variety and to enjoy 
many treats and pleasures. They are being 
asked to give up this independent position and 
start life again on the salary of a young 
husband whose income is but little or no 
better than the wage the business girl is now 
receiving. 

Some observers think that the result must be 
to delay the marriage of a great number of 
these young women, and that the consequence 
must be smaller families and more extravagant 
standards of living. : 

They feel that the business girl has con- 
tracted habits of free spending which she will 
find it hard to break, and that the result must 
be adverse to the simple habits and thrifty 
ways by which the American housewife in past 
years helped her husband achieve financial 
independence and secure a foothold in the 
business world. 

This theory looks plausible on paper. But 
there is little indication that marriages are 
falling off, and the demand for baby earriages 
does not decline. The modern business’ girl 
will probably spend her money faster than the 
strictly prudent person will approve—but she 
has learned some ideas of efficiency in the 
business field. She frequently makes her own 
frocks where her mother employed dress- 
makers, and often does her own housework 
where her mother hired servants. She will 
take care of herself fairly well—E. K. T.

TAKING HUMAN LIFE 
S INCE Cain slew Abel, murder has always 


been. A small percentage of humanity, 
fortunately but a few individuals among 
the whole, will kill, impelled by 
jealousy, greed, fear, anger or hate. Persons 
who thus take life are a sort of dregs and 
they have not risen much in the scale of 
human development. A highly developed man, 
that is, one normally developed, will not kill 
another. He knows its evil and futility. 

Precisely as such as those above spoken of 
kill in some personal relation arising with 
ethers, so certain morbid, semi-civilized in- 
dividuals kill for what may be named political 
reasons. Civilized, normal men will not in 
these days resort to murder merely because 
they feel baffled in their political ends, or 
because they feel that the object of their hate 
is an obstacle to the realization of some 
political plan. 

But assassins of public men, who kill for 
causes disturbing groups, are those who do 
not react normally to opposition or what they 
ceem oppression. They are persons who, ob- 
structed in some private end, would react 
towards murder. So, checked in some general 
design not wholly personal to themselves, their 
criminal disposition becomes master, and they 
kill. 

Precisely as no good ever follows a private 
murder, so in truth no real good ever follows 
a public one. The private murder is always 
punished even when it escapes the law. The 
public murder is none the less punished though 
the killer escapes with his life. This is so be- 
cause the cause he struck his unholy blow to 
aid, however, worthy it may be, suffers and is 
set back because its supporters include assas- 
sins. The percentage of assassins is always 
very low and yet a good cause is penalized 
because of the association. 

To a normal person, to any good person, 
there is something horrible in political killings, 


‘something which stirs depths of passion. It 


is well that this is so. Orderly society cannot 
be erected on such a foundation. The blood 
of the victims makes a slippery base for any 
institutions erected on it. ‘ 

What is the cure? There is no specific. But 
all care should be exercised by public men to 
protect themselves, there should be constant 
and unpaid efforts to elevate the level of 
human thought, and in this way potential 
assassins will be raised from their dregs a 
little, although they will ever remain at the 
bottom. But the bottom will be higher.-— 
Hemet News. 
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A LIVING WAGE 


HAT is a living wage? That question, 
asked in Kansas, brings the reply. that 

is a wage at which a man may raise a 

family, send his children to school, en 
joy the necessities of life and some of its 
comforts, at least. That is a test that might 
be applied by the railroad labor board in 
making its awagds. The unions maintain that 
its slash in the wages paid the railroad shop- 
men will not allow of such a test, that it 
was too great a cut. 

It is to be hoped that there may be a time 
when the department of commerce or other 
department of the government. will have re- 
liable economic data at hand, available at al 
times, which will show, beyond any doult, 
whether men employed in any of the essential 
industries are paid a ‘‘living wage’’ or not. 
Under such conditions, when a wage seale is 
determined, if labor is not satisfied, it should 
be possible to appeal the decision to a scientific 
non-partisan board, to be determined on its 
merits and adjudicated, while the industry 
goes on, labor at work and no strikes possible. 
The industrial court, advocated by President 
Harding would make such a situation possible. 
Such a court could have that data at hand 
at all times. 

The biggest drawback the industrial court 
appears to have in the eyes of union labor 
is that it would automatically put a certain 
group of labor leaders whose jobs depend on 
helping to keep up an agitation for strikes, 
cut of commission. 

To that extent, in the eyes of the public as 
a whole it should be a_blessing.—Riverside 
Enterprise.

GRAVE peril confronts San Bernardino County unless the citizenship 
A shall awake to the situation. Certain self-seeking politicians have 

matured a plan to capture the financial structure of the county and 
the public school system at the primary election, now but a few days away. 
They would do this largely through the suffrage of the striking railroad 
men, whose minds are inflamed because of their controversy with their 
employers, and in this effort they have the help and support of radical 
leaders among the railroad men. 


There is no disposition on the part of the organization presenting this article 
to the people of the county to view the situation in any light other than 
that of the most favorable. But the matter is so serious, the attempt to 
gain control of leading offices of the county, those which have to do with 
the handling of public money, and with the schools, is so bold in its plan, 
citizens may well be startled at the conspiracy which has now been un- 
folded, but which only diligence will yet prevent being consummated. 


The conspiracy began to unfold when a demand was made in the interest 
of the union labor bank at San Bernardino that C. D. Van Wie, county tax 
collector, deposit a large amount of money in that institution. The sum 
demanded was one entirely unequal to any claim this bank might have upon 
public funds as compared with other banks of the county. Mr. Van Wie 
refused to be coerced and would not accede to the unfair demand made upon 
him. Immediately a candidate for tax collector was brought out against Mr. 
Van Wie, his nomination papers being circulated from strike headquarters 
in San Bernardino. 


There has been brought out as a candidate for county superintendent of 
schools, Miss M. Isabelle Moore of San Bernardino, in opposition to Miss 
Ida Collins, present deputy county superintendent of schools and the logical 
successor to that office. Miss Moore is personally undoubtedly a good 
woman, but she was removed from her position in the San Bernardino city 
schools some time ago over the protests of certain radical union leaders in 
that city. Apparently the same radicals now seek to gain control of the 
school system of the whole county through her election to the County 
Superintendency. The fact that the schools spend more than 50° per cent 
of all public moneys has doubtless not been overlooked in the general scheme. 
The public schools are the bulwark of the people, for the people and by the 
people. Shall we turn them over to one element of the population which 
may have a sinister purpose? ; 


These things are not all that the forces of disorder are attempting to do 
in this county, and to accomplish at the coming primary, but they are the far- 
reaching things as affecting the public. The same men are demanding a 
write-in campaign against the sheriff of the county, Walter Shay, against 
whom no one has filed a nominating petition. They are angered because the 
sheriff insisted that disorders must stop, when these disturbances had reached 
a critical stage. It was his appeal for troops that put an end to the disorders 
in San Bernardino, the gravity of which the remainder of the county cannot 
appreciate. Workers, some of them old men, were beaten by strikers; a 
passenger train was stopped by a mob of armed men; another passenger 
train was fired upon; a street car was mobbed and a worker forced to 
shoot to protect himself. The throwing of bombs into the Santa Fe yards 
was even more recent. °
